Dord  Richard  Frederick  Cavendish, 
brother  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire, 
following  his  arrival  yesterday  In  Vic- 
toria, was  ablo  to  offer  a  particularly 
timely  endorsement  of  the  scheme 
outlined  for  the  agricultural  commis- 
sion which  Is  soon  to  commence  its 
labors  In  this  province.  Lord  Caven- 
dLih  is  the  chairman  of  the  develop- 
ment commission  of  the  United  King- 
dom, which,  like  tho  contemplated 
provincial  organization,  devotes  Itself 
to  agricultural  .subjects.  The  distin- 
guished Englishman  Is  accompanied 
by  his  wife,  Lady  Moyra  Cavendish, 
and  their  daughter.  They  are  at  the 
Empress   hotel. 

"The  plan  of  the  agricultural  com- 
mission, of  which  I  am  chairman,  pro- 
vides for  a  system  of  agricultural  re- 
search dealing  with  problems  affect- 
ing rural  Industry,"  Lord  Caver.jdsh 
last  night  said  In  this  connection  to 
a  representative  of  The  Colonist. 
"Roughly  speaking,  we  have  divided 
the  Cnlted  Kingdom  Into  twelve  areas, 
with  the  plan  of  having  a  college  for 
research  In  the  centre  of  each  sub- 
division. Each  one  of  these  centres 
of  learning  assists  In  the  scientific 
study  of  one  or  more  subjects  bear- 
ing on  the  problems  of  the  soil  under 
consideration. 

"The  development  commission  was 
created  .upon  the  suggestion  of  Mr. 
Lloyd  George,  with  an  appropriation 
of  £50,000  annually  for  five  years.  It 
was  named  two  years  ago,  and  the 
present  members  have  still  five  years 
hpforn  them.  There  Is  no  qu»>stlon 
hut  that  tho  commission  Itself  will  be 
Indefinitely  continued,  although  I  do 
not  know  that  Its  members  will  re- 
main the  same. 

"I  see  no  reason  why  the  same  plan 
Is  not  feasible  for  Canada  as  a  whoK', 
or  for  anj-  province  which  cares  to 
make  the  subject  of  agricultural  de- 
velopment the  subject  of  special  con- 
sideration and  study.  In  my  rather 
hurried  trip  through  \he  Dominion  I 
have  not  had  the  opponunlty  of  mak- 
ing particular  Inquiry  Into  conditions, 
and  I  am  not  able,  therefore,  to  offer 
any  very  definite  suggestions.

"Still,  I  could  not  help  but  be  Im- 
pressed by  the  wonderful  agricultural 
possibilities  everywhere  apparent,  and 
any  undertaking  which  seeks  to  de- 
velop this  Immense  field  of  activity 
cannot  help  but  be  worth  while.

It 
said  that  the  Bulsariau  column  had  been 
cut  off.  A  telegram  from  Nazlm 
Piusha   sent  at   2   o'clock,   seld: 

'Our  right  wing  has  been  advancing 
elnoe  yesterday  from  Vlsar.  Mahmoud 
MukHtar's  army  has  vanquished  the 
Hulgartan  column  and  all  of  our  army 
corps    have   been   ordered   to   advance." 

A  communication  sent  by  Nazlm 
Pasha  to  the  aultan  said  that  the  Bul- 
garian forces  gradually  were  being 
hemm.ed  In  on  four  sides.  It  especially 
commended  the  conduct  of  hla  troops  at 
Vlisar,  who  were  aald  to  be  fighting  with 
splendid    devotion    an<l    courage. 

A  still  earlier  dlapatch  from  the  Tur- 
kish commander-in-chief,  dated  Thurs- 
day, said  the  Bulgarians  had  sustaJned 
heavy  losses  In  Wedn!»sday'«  fighting  at 
Bunarhissar  and  that  a  quantity  of  ar- 
tillery, rifles,  ammunition  and  other 
equipment  had  been  captured  by  tha 
Turks.  Bunarhl««ar  Is  In  Thrace,  about 
forty   miles   southeast    of   Klrk-KUesseh.

Whatever   Is   the   Issue  of   th'e~  terrible 
battle  now   raging  on  the  eastern  elopes 
of   the  Istrandia  mountains   in  Thrace  It 
undoubtedly  will   be  reckoned  among  tha 
world's   greatest  .struggles.     Almost  un- 
interruptedly   for    four   days    and      throe 
nights,     the    flght    has      proceed-ed,       the 
moon    having   afforded      sufficient   light  , 
at    night    for    the    armies      to      continue 
their    fierce    onslaughts.

Another  question  of  great  interest 
to  the  province  which,  It  is  understood, 
will  be  dls-cussed,  will  be  as  to  the 
title  of  -  what  are  called  the  naval 
lands.  It  appears  that  many  years 
ago  the  British  admiralty  transferred 
to  the  crown  (as  represented  by  the  col- 
onial government)  the  title  to  a  large 
acreage  of  lands  given  by  the  crown 
for  naval  purposes  in  what  Is  now  the 
province  of  British  Columbia.  The 
province  has  always  claimed  that  the 
title  to  those  lands  -lay  In  the  prov- 
ince as  the  benellclary  of  the  admir- 
alty. It  has  been  contended  by  the 
federal  authority  for- years  past,  under 
the  Laurier  regime,  that  the  tran.sfer 
was  to  the  crown  as  represented  by 
the  Dominion  and  not  to  the  crown  as 
represented  by  the  province. 
xraval   lianas. 

A  large  portion  of  these  lands  have 
passed  into  private  hands  as  the  re- 
sults of  titles  given  by  the  province; 
other  portions  are  held  by  the  prov- 
ince and  are  of  great  value,  includ- 
ing, for  Instance,  the  site  of  the  pro- 
vincial university  at  Point  Grey  and 
other  areas  of  Immense  value  today. 
The  provincial  ministers -iare  to  see  to 
it  that  the  interests  of  British  Col- 
umbia are  fully  protected  in  regard 
to  these  lands,  with  the  object  both 
of  se<'urlng  the  greatest  possible  re- 
sult for  the  province  and  of  prevent- 
ing the  least  possible  annoyance  to 
those  who  have  purchased  from  the 
province    In    good    faith   on    both   sides. 

Then  there  is  the  question  of  the  In- 
dian land.s,  which  will  be  discussed 
in  light  of  the  report  of  Commission- 
er MoKenna;  the  settlement  of  the 
outstanding  details  of  the  transfer  of 
the  railway  lands;  the  conclusion  of 
negotiations  as  to  the  transfer  of  rail- 
way lands  recently  purchased  liy  tho 
])rr)vlnce,  and  many  other  riucstlon"?

REV.  ROBERT  CAMERON,  D.D. 


The  new  pastor  of  Tabernacle  Bapli.st 
church  has  had  in  interesting  career. 
Born  In  1839  In  N'tssourl,  Oxford  County, 
Ontario,  where  his  father,  Lieut.  Col. 
Robert  Cameron,  was  one  of  the  pioneer 
settlers,  emigrating-  in  IS^iO  from  Scot- 
land, he  went  at  18  to  Sta.'Kry  Semin- 
ary, near  Seneca  Lake,  N.  T.  .After- 
wards, on  his  return  home,  I.e  com- 
menced to  study  law,  but  changrlngr  his 
plans  taught  school  for  a  year  and  then 
prepared  for  Toronto  University  wltli 
the  intention  of  enterlne  thf\  ministry, 
lie  early  gave  promise  of  the  many 
gifts  which  were  to  disiingtilsh  his  fu- 
ture career. 

While  In   his  St.-  n-    it  the   Uni- 

versity   he    went    t  stock    to.  edit 

and  publish  The  Cap  list  Freeman, 
and.wliile  there  formed  and  took  charge 
of  a  Baptist  c'hurch.  He  took  /hU  B.  A. 
degree  in  1868,  and  his  M.  A.  dej(ree  a 
year  later,  and  th«n  fpr  a  short  time 
took  over  the  pastorate  of  a  choirCh  at 
Falrport,  near  Rochester,  N.  T.  In  1869 
lie  cro.ssed  the  Atlantic  and  travel«d  In 
Knfcland  and  Scotland  on  behalf  of  the 
CrHnde  Ligno  Mission.  On  his  return 
to  America  he  became  pastor  of  a  Bap- 


tist church  in  Xew  York,  and  assisled 
In  founditig  and  contributing  to  tlie 
Baptist  Union. 

Later  he  becan\e  pastor  of  the  Park 
(then  Tabernacle)  Baptist  church  In 
Brantford.  and  was  made  an  honorary 
chief  of  the  Six  Nations  because  of  the 
warm  interest- he  displayed  In  the  In- 
dluns  in  that  vicinity.  After  ton  years 
at  Brantford  he  went  to  the  First  Bap- 
tist church  in  Denver,  where  he  suc- 
ceeded In  founding  the  Colorado  Wo- 
man's College,  modelled  along  th*  lines 
of  VaBsar.  In  ISU.I  he  went  to  the 
Carey  Avenue  church,  Boston,  and  after- 
wards to  the  Fourth  Baptist  church, 
Providence,  Rhode-  Island.  In  1897  he 
rR(reive<l  the  honorary  degree  of  D.  D, 
from  William  Jewell  College,  Liberty, 
Mo. 

For  a  number  of  years  he  has  edited 
Watchword  nnd  Truth,  and,  bc-i»ldea  sev- 
eral smaller  booklets,  is  author  of  .i 
work  on  tho  First  Epistle  of  St.  .John, 
and  also  of  "The  Doctrine  of  the  Ages."

Deceased,  who  is  believed  to  be  a 
real  estate  a.genl  from  Seattle,  .and 
was  in  the  city  on  a  visit,  was  riding 
in  a  laxi-c-iib  about  1..10  o'clock  on 
tho  morning  of  Thanksgiving  Eiay. 
The  laxi-cab  was  being  driven  along 
Yates  street  towards  (joveriinionl 
street  by  James  Camiibdl,  and,  when 
approaching  Vancouver  street,  Hn<iUicr 
motor  car,  driven  hy^  James  biddcll 
and  owned  by  Mr.  A.  .1.  iMarshall,  i;5.')G 
ScOtt  street,  tore  across  Vate.s  street, 
going  sdutii  on  Vancouver  street.  In

Mr.  VVheeler'a  friends,  It  >ls 
stated,  (Ilsapiicared,  leaving  him,  and 
he  was  picked  up  by  another  passing 
car  and  taken  to  St. -Joseph's  hotipIti|J, 
Ills  injuries  were  not  ;it  all  serious, 
though  he  suffered  chieriy  from 
shock,  llo  could  have  lel't  the  hos- 
pital a  day  or  two  ago,  Init  preferred 
to  remain  a  llttlo  longer.  He  wa.<) 
talking  to  other  inmates  of  the  Insti- 
tution yesterda.v,  and  appenred  to  be 
in  excellent  siilrltJ*,   when  ho  collapsed. 

Or.  Mart,  coroner,  wna  notified,  but, 
after  Investigating,  decided  that  an  in- 
quest would  not  1)0  necessary.  I'"rlends 
of  the  deceased  residing  at  .Seatile 
were  communicated  with,  and  will  ar- 
rive in  the  city  today.

Coolie  Immigration  having  thus  been 
brought  to  an  end,  new  legislation  has 
become  necessary,  and  it  Is  frankly  ad- 
mitted on  all  sides  that  the  solution  of 
the  problem  will  be  attended  with  groat 
dirnculty.

Uances  and 
uageants  and  trlujjipbanl  celeliratlonn  of 
the  birthdays  and  great  dates  in  a  na- 
tion's life  were  the  chief  methods  of 
the  education  of  the  race,  lonK  before 
the  school  bouse  or  anything  aiiproach- 
las   It  ever  was  dreamed  of. 

Old   Conntry   Teacher*.

It  Ik  vastly  more  Important  to 
your  daughter's  happiness  and  real  suc- 
cess in  life  that  she  should  know  how 
to  dress  beautifully  and  In  good  taste, 
to  converso  ca.slly  and  vivaciously  and 
synipnlbftically,  for  that  is  the  real 
charm  of  convcr.sation,  that  to  demon- 
strate the  binomial  theorem,  to  remem- 
ber the  logical  plillolKlc  consequences 
of  ad,  ante,  con,  in.  Inter,  ob,  post,  pre, 
sub  and  super,  or  to  explain  the  precise 
indebtedness  of  the  Bard  rof  Avon  to 
pre-existing  documents  for  the  story  of 
the  Merchant  of  Venice.  No  amount  of 
scliolarshlp  or  culture  should  be  allow- 
ed for  a  moment  to  interfere  with  the 
real  business  of  that  slip  of  magic  and 
mu.sle  and  moonshine  which  we  call  a 
girl,  and  that  Is  to  grow  up,  and  have 
a   'real  good  time'  In   tlio  process.

tion* of  city  life  and  have  broken  the 
law.  At  ahawbridge,  every  opportu- 
nity Is  given  to  the  boys  to  learn  to 
be  good  citizens  and  to  overcome  their 
bad  habits.  How  much  hope  there  Is 
of  their  reformation  may  be  gathered 
from  the  following  incident:  .  The  boys 
fouhd  qiit'  that  the  mother  of  one  of 
their  number  was  poor  and  sick  and 
friendless.  After  a  consultation  they 
decided  thnt  something  must  be  done 
to  help  the  ufferer.  They  sent  a  depu- 
tatllon  to  the  (Superintendent  and 
asked  him  to  take  from  the  small 
amount  placed  to  their  credit  a  portion 
to  be  given  to  the. -woman  whose  need 
was  so  much  greater  than  their  own. 
None  of  them  had  more  than  |2,  but 
altogether  the  subscription  amounte<l 
to  more  than  thirty  dollars.  One  of 
the  children  asked  how  much  he  4iad  to 
hiB  credit.  The  euperltitendent  an- 
swered, "a  difillar  and-a  half."  ''Then 
I'll  give  a  dollar  and  a  half"  was  the 
prompt  reply.  No  one  who  has  not 
lived  In  the  eastern  provinces  and 
learned  ho*  carefully  such  e  sum  is 
concerted  and  how  large  it  looms  in  a 
boy'a  eyes  can  quite  appreciate  the 
creat  generosity  of  that  gift.

WAR  INTERFERES  WITH 
GREEKS' OLYMPIC  GAMES 


NEW  YORK,  Nov.  1.— The  Olympic 
games,  planned  by  the  Greeks  for  the 
spring  of  1914,  will  probably  have  to  bo 
abandoned.  As  matters  stand  now,  the 
l^reparations  that  were  well  under  way 
lor  the  mp,et  In  Athens  eighteen  months 
hence  hax-e  been  tempornrlly  ptit  aside. 
All  Greece  is  aflame  with  the  war  fever, 
and  tlie  attention  that  was  being  given 
by  King  George's  ofllcIal.H  to  the  organ- 
izf^tion  and  arrangements  for  the  games 
in  1914  has  been  quite  naturally  diverted 
to  military  channels. 

The  meet  that  t^re  Greeks  liad  planned 
for  1914  must  not  ho  coiifu.HCd  by  iifh- 
letlc  enthusiasts  with  the  regular  Olym- 
pic series,  promoted  every  four  years 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  tho  In- 
ternational Olympic  Committee.  The 
Athens  (Jlympiads  are  the  handiwork 
o£  the  Greek  Olympic  Committee,  and 
though  they  are  sanctioned  by  the-  In- 
ternational Conimitt"e,  they  arc  not 
rated  by  that  body  as  being  of  the  regu- 
lar four-year  .serle.j.

NEW  YORK,  Nov.  1.— Dispatches  to 
Dun's  Revi-ew  of  Trade  from  branch  of- 
fices in  the  Dominion  cities  report  favor- 
ably of  steady  progress,  being  made  at 
practically  every  centre,  with  merchants 
generally  preparing  for  an  active  winter 
business. 

At  Montreal  there  has  been  no  slack- 
ening In  the  distribution  of  merchan- 
dise and  manufacturers  continue  busy. 
Sorting  business  in  dry  goods  and  coun- 
trty'  tr.ade  is  calling  for  speedy  ship- 
ments of  underwear.  The  iron  trade 
remains  active«and  prices  are  very  Arm. 
Exports  of  cheese  arc  large  and  butter 
advancing. 

Wholesale  trade  at  Toronto  contiiuies 
active,  with  the  demand  for  winter  dry 
goods  brisk.  Groceries  are  moving  free- 
ly and  there  Is  a  good  enquiry  for  build- 
ing materials  and  metals  at  firm  prices. 
Leather  Is  scarce  and  in  active  requisi- 
tion at  recent  advances,  while  hides  are 
verj'  firm. 

In  tho  far  west  and  northwest  favor- 
able progress  Is  again  made,  there  being 
a  steady  Increase  in  the  demand  for  all 
kinds  of  seasonable  m-erchandise.  , 

Winnipeg  reports  the  weather  remark- 
ably favorable  for  threshing,  and  with 
continued  heavy  receipts  cash  grain  Is 
quiet.

Coincident  with  the  withdrawal  of  the 
.steamer  Irociuois  from  the  Vlctorla- 
Tacoma  service  suit  has  been  begun  at 
Vancouver  in  the  Admiralty  court  before 
Mr.  Justice  Martin,  by  the  owners  of 
the  tug  Xoname,  for  |3 7,000  damages 
on  account  of  the  sinking  of  the  tug  In 
collision  off  the  I^'raaer  river  <1ur!ng  a 
•fog  on  October  22,  1911.  The  suit  is  be- 
ing brought  against  the  Inland  Naviga- 
tion Company  of  Seattle.

Many  witnesses  were  heard,  the 
principal  being  Capt.  Barberle,  who  wa.T 
on  the  bridge  at  the  time  of  the  colli- 
sion, and  Mr.  Thornton,  chief  engineer 
aboard  the  Iroaubfs.

News  was  brought  by  the  steamer 
Keemun  that  the  junk  Ningpo.  which 
Mr.  Milne,  of  Los  Angeles,  Is  having 
brought  from  Shanglmi  for  exailbition 
purposes  at  California  ivjrts,  was  in 
distress  70  miles  southeast  of  Japan 
and  without  provisions.  Two,  of  the 
crew,  G.  y>'.  Robinson,  of  Chicago,  and 
A.  L.  Dawes,  formerly  a  British  army 
officer  in  India,  who  Were  members  of 
the  crew,  were  in  Yokohama  when 
the  Keemun  sailed,  having  landed  on 
thp  ; shores.  oA  Japan  with  «omo  Chi-, 
nese  in  one  of  the  boats,  and  w^orked 
their  way  to  Yokohama.  The  two  men 
were  in  distress,  and  were  unable  to 
get  anyone  to  send  relief  to.  the  help- 
less   Junk. 

Interviewed' at  Yolcohama  on  October 
16,  the  two  men  said  that  they  had 
been  turned  away  from  all  places  to 
which  they  had  gone  for  assistance 
and  had  sp<nt  the  nSght  sleeping  in 
the  street.  Credit  had  been  obtained 
for  a  few  meals  at  a  Jap.ane-se  restau- 
rant at  the  rate  of  9  sen  (4  1-2  cents) 
ea.cti.  Robinson  said  he  had  Informed 
tho  acting  U.  S.  consul  of  the  plight 
of  the  Junk  Ningpo,  but  as  the  situa- 
tion of  the  vessel  did  not  come  under 
his  Jurisdiction  the  official  had  referred 
hitn  to  the  .Topancv.,  authorities  and 
several  private  t,wmg  com^panies.  No 
one  would  send  :help,  thougli,  and  the 
Junk  remained  helpless,  without  provis- 
ions,  at   sea. 

Junk    Is    Sarellct. 

"All  r  have  asked,"  said  Robinson, 
"is  that  some  one  send  a  tow  for  the 
disabled  Junk.  She  is  lying  about  sev- 
enty miles  oft  the  coast,  her  rudder 
gone,  and  she  is  heirless,  even  in  mild 
seas.  She  c«n  make  no  headway,  and 
is  merely  drifting  about  in  the  currents 
whlc'ii    origin. Ill'    with     tho    tides. 

"The  Ningpo  has  been  in  this  situa- 
tion for  fourteen  days.  She  has  aboard 
of  her  nine  Chinese  meTiV«er3  of  thr 
crew  and  the  German  ship'.s  ma.stcr. 
They  are  short  of  provl.gions  and  water, 
and  the  reason  for  th«rc  being  no  sig- 
nals flying  from  her  mastheftds  is  that 
the  m.aater  must  believe  he  can  get 
tho  boat  into  Toklo  bay  without  hav- 
ing to  sacrifice  the  ship  for  towing 
cliarges. 

"With  Dawes,  the  cook,  and  throe 
Clilnese  sailors,  we  left  tlie  ship  on 
Octoljer  10.  and  were  two  iiighta  In  the 
llfebo.at  before  the  tides  would  permit 
us  to  get  to  any  kind  of  a  landing.  As 
It  w.as  we  wer€  compelled  to  land  down 
the  coast,  and  though  we  received  from 
the  Japanese  there  the  aid  that  should 
Vie  extended  to  shipwrecked  mariners, 
we  have  not  received  that  kind  of 
treatincnt    in    Yokohama. 

Are    Deatltnte. 

"In  .T  word  we  are  on  the  beach. 
From  tho  consiilatn  I  was  sent  to  the 
Japanese  authorities,  who  In  turn  sent 
mo  to  a  ship's  Rupt>!.V  company,  from 
whence  I  was  sent  to  a  dock  company 
and  from  there  to  several  lighterage 
companies.  Thus  far  I  have  been  un- 
able to  secure  anything  like  a  prom- 
ise  that   the  Junk  will  be  given   any  aid. 

"Myself,  Dawes  and  the  Chinese  are 
in  such  straits  that  we  have  put  the 
Hffboot.  compass  and  equipment  up 
for  security  for  a  few  Japanese  meals, 
and  tonight  I  hope  to  get  a  place  to 
sleep.  I  am  unable  to  understand 
why  five  men  in  distress  are  treatecl 
as  wo  api-ear  to  be.  T  could  send  a 
telegram  if  I  had  any  money,  but  thus 
for    I    have    not    had   any   of    that." 

Among  those  to  whom  Robinson  has 
talked  there  seems  to  exist  some  vague 
sort  of  a  feeling  that  Inatant  aid  is  not 
required.  The  Junk  started  from 
Shangha/I  three  times  before  she  Anally 
got  under  way  ^on  her  trip  .t,oKaLri 
A.merica,  and  Kttracted  consldisTmTe 
newspaper  notoriety.  What  the  out- 
come will  be  can  hardly  be  conjec- 
tured, though  an  Investigation  and  aid.

"There  are  now  immense  phosphate 
and  copra  properties  on  the  two  islands 
and  it  is  estimated  that  at  present  from 
?60,000  to  J60,000  a  year  can  be  taken 
by  exporting  these  commodities.  This 
business  Is  expected  to  Incrcaisp  within 
a  few  years  to  approximately  J350,000 
to  ?400,00(>  a  year.

The  new  post  office  and  customs 
house  Is  now  well  under  way,  and  the 
place  gives  Indications  of  further 
building    activities.

Decrease  of  Child  X,ahor 
There  has  been  a  fairly  steady  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  children  be- 
tween the  ages  of  13  and  14  employed, 
and  this  in  spite  of  a  steadUy  incrmis- 
Ing  demand  for  child  labor.  The  de- 
mend  is  so  great  amd  the  economic 
condition  of  many  families  such  that 
many  children  who  have  no  business 
there  are  still  In  factories.  One  in- 
spector says  it  seems  a  pity  one  should 
have  to  speak  of  "child  labor"  in  con- 
nection wltih  factory  life  in  a  young 
and  -vrosperoiis  country.  Neverthe- 
less, Ht  Is  freely  adnUtted  that  com- 
petition was  perhaps  never  so  Iteen. 
The  demand  for  boys  and  girls 
great. 

There  are,  moreover, 
ship  which  necessitate 
Ing  employment  at  an 
supplement  the  scanty 
widow  in  necessitous

Ziaws  to  Help  Sheep  Shearers 
On  a  plane  with  the  Factories  and 
Shops  Act  is  one  which  seeks  to  better 
the  condition  of  the  sheep"  shearers. 
As  there  are  nearly  60,000,000  sheep 
in  New  South  Wales,  shearers  form 
an  important  and  large  group  of  wage 
earners.  Legislation  has  provided  that 
houses  must'  be  erected  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  shearers.  Of  the 
2.000  huts  Inspected,  1,800  were  found 
to-  be  in  satisfactory  condition.  No- 
tices were  served  on  employers,  who 
apparently  comply  with  the  regula- 
latlons,  and  the  number  of  new  houses 
built  each  year  corresponds  roughly 
to    the   number  of   notices   served.
